• Ussher's chronology provides the following dates 
for key events in the Biblical history of the world: 

4004 BC - Creation 

2349-2348 BC - Noah's Flood 

1 921 BC - God's call to Abraham 

1 491 BC - The Exodus from Egy pt 

1012 BC - Founding of the Temple in Jerusalem 

588 BC - Destruction of Jerusalem by Babylon and

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Green's Chronology 

In 1 890 William Henry Green wrote a highly 
influential article in Bibliotheca Sacra entitled 
"Primeval Chronology" in which he strongly 
criticised Ussher. He concluded: 

We conclude that the Scriptures furnish no data 
for a chronological computation prior to the life of 
Abraham; and that the Mosaic records do not fix 
and were not intended to fix the precise date 
either of the Flood or of the creation of the world.
